‘« Changes in Rules. 


The changes in the rules and

When Speaker Martin completes his present 
term he will have served 30 years in the House 
of Representatives—a mark of political popu- 
larity that few men attain.

To Help Our Erring Children 


Mayor Tucker’s idea of a permanent com- 
mission on juvenile delinquency is an excellent 
one. The problem is big and growing. Nation- 
ally it is engaging the attention of a Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee to which Senator Hen- 
nings of Missouri is giving much of his time. 
Despite all efforts to curb juvenile delinquency, 
the United States Children’s Bureau expects a 
50 per cent increase in the coming eight years. 

St. Louis and St. Louis county hav¥e long 
needed to re-do their fundamental thinking 
about their obligations toward their children. 
Both need improvement going all the way back 
to the laws on which their efforts are based. 
The numerous communities that make up met- 
ropolitan St. Louis operate with too little co-

part of that problem. 

Mayor Tucker, and Edwin B. Meissner, who 
is working with him on the commission proj- 
ect, are tackling a job that can mean much to

Senator McCarthy is not a man to admit de- 
feat easily, if ever. Yet he has announced his 
capitulation to the Democratic former members 
of his Permanent Investigations subcommittee. 

The three Democrats walked out of the com- 
mittee last July. That was after the committee 
investigator, J. B. Matthews, had issued a broad- 
side on alleged subversion by the Protestant cler- 
gy. The reason for the walkout, however, was 
not what Matthews said, but McCarthy's high- 
handed decision that as chairman he alone had 
power to fire such staff members. 

Now the four Republicans on the subcommit- 
tee, including McCarthy himself, have voted to 
rescind McCarthy's grant of power to McCarthy.

For the Rest of Winter 

The only sensible course in drouth relief is to 
see it through. Otherwise benefits of the relief 
already provided may be lost or minimized. The 
purpose of the $6,500,000 which the Missouri 
Legislature appropriated in its special session 
last October was not to buy the most drought 
relief that could be bought for $6,500,000, but 
to save the state’s dairy and beef-cattle industry. 

That $6,500,000 has now been spent or com- 
mitted and still not all the hay requirements of 
Missouri's drouth-stricken farmers have been 
met. It is estimated that in addition to the ap- 
proximately 514,000 tons of feed which have 
been brought into the state, 195,000 tons more 
will be needed to carry the farmers through the 
winter. Gov. Donnelly says it will cost $2,000,000 
more to supply the freight subsidy on the re- 
maining tonnage needed. He is considering call- 
ing another special session of the Legislature to 
appropriate this sum. 

The drouth-suffering Missouri farmer is still 
not out of the woods. The dry weather has been 
little abated. When this tough winter is weath- 
ered out, there will still be the problem of 
spring pasture, much of which must be reseeded 
if cattle are to be taken off feed even then. 
Meanwhile, the problem of the cattlemen and 
dairymen in this State is to hang on. By seeing 
them through the rest of the way, the Governor 
and the Legislatur® can give them the incentive 
as well as the means to do so.

Need for More Health Insurance 

As it works out President Eisenhower's. pro- 
posed re-insurance of health insurance set-ups, 
Congress is fortunate to have the results of the 
survey of American medical expenses just pub- 
lished by the National Opinion Research Center 
of the University of Chicago for the Health In- 
formation Foundation. 

Financed by the pharmaceutical industry and 
with Herbert Hoover as chairman of its advisory 
committee, the foundation can hardly be called 
a propaganda front for “socialized medicine.” 
Its facts should be acceptable as a base for real- 
istic legislation. 

So far as health insurance coverage is‘ con- 
cerned, the survey results are close to the find- 
ings of the National Health Assembly which be- 
came slightingly known as the “Ewing Report.” 
About 58 per cent of the population has some 
kind of health insurance, but the adequacy of 
this coverage varies greatly. For example, 29 
per cent of the families with insurance were cov- 
ered for 20 per cent or less of their actual costs. 

The nation’s medical and hospital bill for the 
year ending last June came to $10,200,000.000— 
and only 15 per cent of this was covered by in- 
surance, At the end of the year, 15 per cent of 
the families in the United States—7,500,000 
families—were in debt for medical expenses to 
the extent of $1,100,000,000. 

Little wonder that Dr. Evarts A. Graham, St. 
Louis member of the commission which recom- 
mended re-insurance to President Truman and, 
by implication, to President Eisenhower, feels 
that the President's suggested appropriation of 
$25,000.000 is not enough to start this project. 
An inadequate program may give new ammuni- 
tion to those who contend the job cannot be 
done on a voluntary basis. 

The new survey not only shows that almost 
half the population has no health insurance of 
any kind. It also shows that surgical care is ex- 
tended roughly twice as often to the insured as 
to the uninsured. So Congress faces not only the 
question of how to make insurance more ade- 
quate, but also the problem of how to spread it 
more widely, The alternative is a serious diminu- 
tion of national strength.

Bad Taste in Coffee 


Soaring prices are bad business for the North 
American housewife, and are unlikely to be good 
business in the long run for the South American 


coffee planter. Representative Leonor Sullivan. 


of St. Louis has been having some sensible things 
to say about that in Washington. So has Senator 
Gillette of Iowa, who headed the Agriculture 
subcommittee which investigated the coffee price 
spiral of five years ago. 

Senator Gillette blames speculation. He de- 
mands that FTC investigate and that Attorney 
General Brownell seek injunctions against ‘“‘un- 
duly restrictive” contracts on the New York 
coffee and sugar exchange. Senator Beall of 
Maryland has introduced .a resolution charging 
the Senate Banking Committee with investigating 
and recommending legislation. Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell has asked the Anti-Trust Divi- 
sion to look into the matter. 

Since price controls on coffee were removed 
by the Office of Price Stabilization 10 months 
ago, prices have risen 30 cents a pound or more, 
to around $1. Sales have dropped off in conse- 
quence. Two retail groups in New York report 
sales off by half. Prospects are for another 10- 
cent rise in the next few weeks unless people 
start drinking less coffee. 

So rising prices hurt the consumer while an 
impaired market hurts the producer. 
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Questions for the County Council 

By a tie vote the St. Louis County Council has 
blocked a bill to hire a legislative research direc- 
tor. The question here is whether the council 
knows what is good for itself. 

Practically every legislature of importance has 
some professional, non-partisan assistance in 
working out legislation and conducting investiga- 
tions, The County Council is a legislature for an 
area almost as populous as Kansas City. So far 
it has depended on the Governmental Research 
Institute for expert guidance, but this is a pri- 
vate agency and cannot do the job forever. 

Soon the council may have a new need for a 
full-time assistant, Passage of the county bond 
issue would add a $44,732,000 responsibility, for 
as legislators the council members must keep 
an eye on the way the money is spent. A re- 
search director who knows local government 
would offer invaluable help. 

Three of the councilmen have voted against 
the bill for a research assistant. Can those three 
honestly say they have time, between their pri- 
vate jobs and civic duties, to be watch-dogs for 
the bond funds? Can they keep an eye on the 
growing county govérnment operations as legis- 
lators should? Do they even have the time, or 
the facilities, for individual research on legisla- 
tion necessary to the county's future? 

Unless the councilmen can answer Yes to 
those big questions, they ought to-vote Yes for 
a research director.

WASHINGTON. 

A Senate confirmation fight over 
Robert E. Lee. President Eisenhower's 
appointee to the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, has raised ques- 
tions here of the role of television and 
radio in formulating public opinion in 
a democracy. 

(Editor’s note: The Senate voted by 
58 votes to 25 on Monday to confirm 
the appointment of Mr. Lee.) 

Mr. Lee. a close friend of Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep.), of Wiscon- 
sin, acted as guest moderator on three 
opening shows of a controversial pro 
gram, “Facts Forum,” put on by H., L. 
Hunt, multi-milfionaire Texas oil man. 


But before approval of confirmation 
in the Interstate. Commerce Committee, 
of which Senator John W. Bricker of 
Ohio is chairman, it was evident that 
deeper issues were involved. Amortg 
these were the part the Government 
should play in insuring fair play for all 
sides on the powerful channel of public 
information and education—radio and 
television. 

Mr. Lee, a mild, dark-haired man, 
acknowledged that he had no technical 
radio or TV knowledge, He did not 
consider this important. He had origi- 
nally applied as a Republican for the 
job of Assistant Controller General. he 
testified, following 17 years of Gov- 
ernment service in the FBI and on the 
staff of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations. 


Facts Forum on Free Platters 


Instead of the job he applied for he 
found himself picked as one of the 
seven men on the FCC, for a seven-year 
term, succeeding the former, chairman, 
Paul A. Walker, a Democrat. Mr. Lee 
has held an interim appointment on the 
FCC since last summer. 

One issue involved in the Lee matter 
is the objectivity of the “Facts Forum” 
program. 

This has been given tax exemption 
by the Bureau of. Internal Revenue as 
an objective, factual, nonpartisan pro- 
gram that gives arguments of both 
sides on public controversies, Mr. Lee 
told the Senators, “I think it’s been 
presented very fairly.” 

Mr. Lee said he had not read a series 
of recent articles appearing in the 
Providence Journal, condensed in Time 
magazine. 

The Providence Journal charges that 
“Facts Forum” lumps together on one 
side the liberal and conservative side of 
many issues, and then places against 
these on “the other side,” which is 
actually that of “the extremist right.” 

The paper charges that the first side 
is underplayed, while the “right-est” 
view “devotes much of its time to 
charging the liberal-moderate-conserva- 
tive element in this country with sub- 
version, betrayal and treason.” 


“Facts Forum” is put out on platters 
and given free, ‘“‘as a public service” to 
radio stations, which accept it. Mr. 
Hunt gets tax exemption for much of 
the cost under the Treasury ruling. 


Close to Senator McCarthy 


The FCC, which asks radio and TV 
statidbns to give a share of their time 
to so-called public service, or educa- 
tional programs, considers these Hunt 
“platter programs” within that cate- 
gory, Mr. Lee testified. 

Local stations which get the “plat- 
ters” free sometimes find sponsors for 
them. Thus they profit both in a cash 
return, and from the reckoning in the 
FCC books that they have put on “ed- 
ucational” programs. Mr. Hunt has 
since branched out into television and 
book distribution. Some 300 stations 
carry his programs, it is understood. 

One of the first speakers on a “Facts

Forum” program was Senator McCar- 
thy. There are repeated stories that 
Mr. Hunt plans to back Senator Mc- 
Carthy for President. 


Mr. Lee is closely connected - with 
Senator McCarthy. On the family side, 
Mrs. Lee was matron of honor for Sen- 
ator McCarthy's bride, Miss Jean Kerr. 


Earlier than that, Mr. Lee worked 
with Senator McCarthy and Miss Kerr 
(then the Senator’s secretary) in the 
election campaign for present Maryland 
Senator John M. Butler, defeating 
Senator Millard F. Tydings. Senator 
Tydings had investigated McCarthy, 


Democracy's Sensitive Area 


A Senate investigating committee 
called the Maryland campaign a “despic- 
able, back-street type.’ Some of the 
funds used in Senator Butler's behalf 
were placed in the name of Mrs. Lee. 
A $5000 check was not reflected in the 
original reports of Mr. Butler’s cam- 
paign treasurer, Jon M. Jonkel, and 
Mr. Jonkel later pleaded guilty and was 
fined $5000 and costs, 


Senator Butler is on the Bricker 
committee, which accepted Mr. Lee’s 
qualifications (with only Senator A. S 
Mike Monroney of Oklahoma voting 
against confirmation). 


Mr. Lee was associated with a re- 
port on alleged State Department sub- 
versives made in 1947, when he was 
head of the investigating staff of the 
House Appropriations Committee. It 
has been charged that Senator Mc- 
Carthy got his material for attacks on 
the State Department from this report. 


Senator Monroney of Oklahoma led 
the Democratic Senators in questioning. 


For any other job than the FCC, he 
said, he would support Mr. Lee. But 
here the most far-reaching issues of 
public information and education 
through the medium of radio and tele- 
vision were involved, he declared. He 
called it “a most sensitive area in our 
democracy.” 

He asked whether the so-called ‘Facts 
Forum” or something like it could not 
become “a vast propaganda machine” 
given tax benefits. He argued that it 
might compete with commercial pro- 
grams, where the public could check 
on bias or distortion by showing hos- 
tility to the advertising sponsors. What 
protection did the public have in these 
matters?

Between Book Ends 


Yeats in London 


W. 8. YEATS: LETTERS TO KATHERINE TYNAN, 
edited by Roger McHugh. (McMullen Books, Inc, 
190 pgs., 0.) 

These letters from a major poet of 
our times to a minor one are useful, 
for they cover a period of Yeafs’s life 
which has, as yet, been somewhat 
neglected. They recall us to the late 
’80s of the last century when Yeats was 
22 and Katherine Tynan was 26. They 
show us the poet's early vears in Lon- 
don, his association with helpful literary 
friends, his home life under the watch- 
ful eye of a clever father. his struggle, 
at times deadening, to achieve his ideal 
of some day writing poetry of “insight 
and knowledge.” Between 1887 and 
1892, the correspondence of the two 
poets was most frequent, but after t at 
it slackened considerably when Yeats 
became more involved in the activities 
of the rapidly growing Irish Literary 
Revival. 

Katherine Tynan had already pub- 
lished her first book of poems Louis de 
la Valiere when 
she became Yeats s 
friend in 1885. Al- 
though he then had 
a mild reputation 
in Dublin as “a 
' queer youth,” often 
seen wandering 
through the streets 
of the city chant- 
ing verse, she soon 
m saw that this was 
merely a pose; that 


behind it was a 
man of strong 
poetic perception 


using the mask of 
aloofness and 
strangeness to aid 
his power of looking at life objectively, 

Two recurring themes run in coun- 
terpoint through the letters: Irish Nae 
tionalism as a source of literary in- 
spiration and discontent with living in 
England. He warns Irish writers 
against spending their time admiring 
their neighbors’ fields instead of fructi- 
fying their own, Yet he partlv sensed 
the flaws implicit int the belief that 
one writes best about what one knows 
best. Let the future correct whatever 
weaknesses might arise: first things 
must come first. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, his strong emphasis, perhaps bet- 
ter, overemphasis. on Nationalism viti- 
ates some of his literary judgments in 
the letters. esnecially those on the 
merits of his Irish associates. 

From the beginning Yeats felt un- 
happy in London. It was “hateful,” “a 
desert,” “always horrible”; its literarv 
folk were in two classes, “the stupid 
men with brains and the clever men 
without any. Even the charm of: Ox- 
ford, where for a while he copied manu- 
scripts for over six hours daily to earn 
a meager living. failed to attract him: 
“How very unlike Ireland this whole 
place is—like a foreign land [ 
only felt at home once—when I came to 
a steep lane with a stream in the 
middle.”’ 

Roger McHugh, lecturer on Anglo- 
Irish Literature at Dublin, has carefully 
handled the difficult task of editing the 
letters. which are now at the Hunting- 
ton Library, California. He has also 
added several illustrations, including a 
facsimile of the “Isle of Innisfree” in 
the handwriting of the noet.

‘Suspense’ Rating 
Is on the Way Up 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26. 

HEN Martin Manulis first started producing 
W: ‘Suspense” a little over a year ago, he had 
never heard of a “hood” and didn’t know 
wast they were. He soon found out, though, and 
hoods, which had 
been pretty standard 
equipment on “Sus- 
pense” ever since its 
origin as ae radio 
show, were banned 
from the show. Also 
banned: gangster 
stuff and  psycho- 
paths which had also 
been fairly common 

“Suspense.” 
What Manulis 
wanted was a dra- 
matic show with a 
suspense theme, not 
a mystery series. It 
took the writers 
quite awhile to get

the hang of the thing. Gangsters and psycho- 
paths are not easily dispensed with, once a 
writer gets them in his blood, and the percentage 


of rejects was very high at first. Gradually, a 
new and far more wholesome pattern emerged. 

“Suspense” stories now fall into three cate- 
gories — true modern documentaries, classic 
stories, historical pieces based on fact or legend. 
If you'd tuned in last week, you’d have seen an 
example of the first category. It was a story 
called “The Scrap Iron Curtain” and it was 
about the nine people who fled Czechoslovakia 
in a home-built tank which, they quite cor- 
rectly figured, would be the last thing in the 
world a border guard would challenge. 


TWO THINGS STRUCK ME about thié change 
{n design. First, that true stories in these in- 
credible times are much stranger than anything 
you can dream up. If you tell an audience today 
that what they are about to See is a true story, 
they will accept anything, having been so con- 
ditioned by the newspapers. If a writer, on the 
other hand, had palmed this off as fiction, it 
might have been dismissed as preposterous. 
Imagine nine people behind the Iron Curtain 
building a passable and operable tank out of 
scraps and ingenuity. Ridiculous! 

Secondly—an idea that has been kicked around 
at other times in this space—that the theme 
of escape is one of the most popular. of our 
time. When the scene is the Iron Curtain it 
is actual escape from behind bars or from the 
police. Over here, it is subtler. an escape into 
fantasy such as the Cinderella-like “Sabrina 
Fair’ on Broadway or an escape into the past 
as in the movie “‘The Knights of the Round 
Table’—but still escape.

OTHER TRUE STORIES on “Suspense” have 
included the unsolved murder of Carlo Tresca, 
the Italian editor in New York; and a chapter 
on mine-sweeping from Capt. Walter Karig’s 
book “Battle Report.” Truth always has a bite 
and unexpectedness about it and sometimes 
this causes difficulties. One true story was about 
some wealthy no-goods who were trying to flee 
German-occupied Norway. For the protection of 
the whole underground movement, they were 
murdered. Years later the killers were tried 
and freed by an Oslo jury. Since you can’t 
acquit murderers according to the TV code, the 
acquittal had to be announced as a news item 
at the end. It couldn't be dramatized. 

Truth—or fact, if you prefer the word — 
doesn't follow man-made codes. 

In the second category—classics—Manulis has 
done Dickens, Stevenson’s ‘“Markheim” and 
Zola’s “The Accounting.” 

In the third category—historical pieces—have 
come the last hours of Rasputin, which were 
hair-raising. Rasputin, it has been fairly clearly 
established, was fed poisoned cake. poisoned 
wine, and was shot several times. Still, he re- 
fused to die. Finally he was tied up, thrown into 
an icy river where he drowned, though not 
without a struggle.

MANULIS IS NOT TRYING for anything 
highbrow. He just wants to get some of the 


contrived quality out of “Suspense” and has 
done it so well that the rating has gone up. 
He thinks he has attracted some viewers who 
like suspense but not mysteries. He also goes in 
for off-beat casting. He used Dick Haymes, for 
example, as an Army flyer, and Miroslava, a 
Mexican song and dance girl who is known as 
the Mexican Ginger Rogers, in her first dra- 
matic role in a French revolution drama called 
“The Reign of Terror.” 

They're not masterpieces but they are a couple 
of cuts above the old “Suspense” series. Some 
very good writers have contributed dramas to 
him—one of them being Robert Anderson whose 
“Tea and Sympathy” is a reigning Broadway 
hit, and Edmund Morris whose “The Wooden 


Dish” will be on Broadway later this season.

Speaks Up 


Farewell to Martinique 
By Adele Starbird 


T is made in less than seven hours without changing 

planes. On the morning of Jan, 13, I left the holly- 

hocks and roses of the Chatham Hotel, and was home in 
' time for dinner. 

The return is the best 
part of any trip. I've al- 
ways said so, and this re- 
turn was particularly hap- 
py. And yet I can’t cast 
off the spell of the islands. 
My eyes are still dazzled 
and my heart enthralled; 
my thoughts turn back to 
the color and fragrance 
and song of the Antilles. 

The only possible exor- 
cism is to write about 
them, about Puerto Rico 
and Haiti'and Jamaica, and 
this I shall do for awhile. 
But first I must say fare- 
well to Martinique. And I 
must thank all the people 
who sent letters and cards 
to me there. It was a joy 
to get stacks of mail day 
after day before Christ- 
mas and all through the holidays.

THREE THINGS about Martinique had remained in 
my memory as the result of conversations with two lovely 
French girls I knew years ago. One was the flavor of the 
giant crabs, one the fragrance of the mahogany furniture, 
and the third was the chocolate, “like no other chocolate 
you have ever tasted.” 

All three things I have now experienced. We often 
had the crabs for lunch or dinner, and all my clothes were 
perfumed from the chests of white mahogany in which 
they were packed. 

As for the chocolate, it was served to me by one of 
the dear friends who had so often praised it. We sipped 
it sitting on the gallery of her house, with pots of orchids 
and carnations in bloom all along the grillwork, her favorite 
white jasmine scenting the air. And indeed it was like 
no other chocolate I had ever tasted, dark, rich and de- 
licious. Part of the flavor was due, I know, to my happiness 
in seeing her again; I had thought she was in France.

I SAW the sugar plantations of Martinique in bloom, 
lifting their pale plumes above the sharp angles of the 
dense leaves. And the houses of the planters on the wild 
Atlantic coast, who live in feudal luxury. 

I saw dreadful Mt. Pelee with its perpetual cloudcap, 
and the ruins of St. Pierre, where 40,000 people perished 
in its lava—all within three minutes. 

I had many drives through the spectacular scenery of 
the interior; steep mountains covered with feathery filaos 
and tree ferns like pale green fans, headlong streams, the 
white veils of cascades, lovely valleys and the worst roads 
in the world. 

I succumbed to the disquieting fascination of Mar- 
tinique. It was not hard to understand why Father Dutertre 
wrote in 1667: “I have never seen a man or woman who 
has come back from there in whom I have not noticed a 
great passion to return.” 

But the one thing I failed to see was the birthplace 
of Josephine. Somehow we were always prevented from 
making that trip. Therefore there is still unfinished busi- 
ness in Martinique.

66 W typical 10-year-old when we ask him what he does 
when he gets angry. 

Or, equally violent, others tell us: “I just fight,” “I 
beat him up,” “I smash windows,” “I throw things,” “I kick 
the place around,” “I get so mad I could kill people.” 

Physical violence of one sort or another was the lead- 
ing response, when angry, in more than half of a group of 
10-year-olds whom we questioned recently. 

So if you think your 10-year-old son or daughter is too 
old to hit, kick, throw things or fight—we can assure you 
that such behavior is at least not unusual among New Haven 
10-year-olds.

Thus they tell us 
that they cry, “boil over,” or “blow up.” 

Thus, if your 10-year-old gets angry enough, you may 
expect some sort of emotional explosion accompanied by 
physical violence and often real damage to persons or 
objects. 

His response, of course, may be verbal rather than 
physical—but even his language tends to be somewhat vio- 
lent. According to their own reporting, angry 10-year-olds 
screech and yell, shout, and swear. Talking back and say- 
ing mean things, so prominent later on, do not occur very 
much at 10 years of age. 

Later on, especially at 13 years of age, one of the most 
characteristic anger responses is just to leave the room. 
Though a few 10-year-olds say that when angry they slam 
the door and leave, or “stamp my foot and go to my room,” 
this is not an outstanding response at this age. They seem 
to need to do something more violent and more immediate.®

A FEW 10-YEAR-OLDS, with the gentle friendliness, 
and basic ‘‘goodness” so touchingly characteristic of 10, tel] 
us, “I don’t dare get mad at my parents,” or “I'd make up 
and say I was sorry.” Or one girl tells us, “I used to get 
mad, but now I’m a Girl Scout, I try not to.” 

Most, at 10 as at other ages, comment that they do dif- 
ferent things depending on what person they are mad at. 

Thus, one girl says, “When angry I hit my brother and 
sister mostly. And I hit and kick and bite... . If angry at 
mother and father I’d go upstairs. I’d say that I'm going 
te run away; they don’t love me and so on. Say this to 
myself. Sometimes if I have something to do with some- 
ene else I forget: but sometimes I can just stay up in my 
room nursing my anger all day long... . If mad at teacher 
I would sit there and sulk; I do my work but I sit there 
and sulk.”

By Congress

NEW YORK. 
HERE was a letter that ap- 
T peared in the New Yoark 
Times some time ago which 
was written by Herbert M. Mever 
of Chicago. It is a thoughtful 
letter which I think requires 
our consideration because it 
deals with the whole question 
of congressional investigations 
and our laws as they now stand 
protecting the individual as well 
as safeguarding the country. 
Mr. Meyer feels that there is 
perhaps need for Congress to 
appoint a bipartisan committee 
to consider the question of 
whether our laws do not ade- 
quitely protect us and, if that 


is so. Whether we need a cone 
stitutional amendment or cer- 
tain laws which would oblige us 
to accept the responsibilities we 
should accept in this area. 


THE QUESTION which is most 
disturbing, of course, is whether 
appeal to the fifth amendment 
actually should be permitted 
where a man is suspected of dis- 
loyalty to his country. On the 
other hand, where people are 
being accused with so little real 
mroof as comes out in certain 
congressional investigations, it 
is difficult to see what people 
can do to protect themselves. 

Also it is a difficult thing to 
say that it is always. a man’s 
obligation to tell who all the 
people were who worked with 
him. He may feel that he is not 
quite sure whether he knows 
just where these people stood 
and he may be doing them an 
injustice, or he may feel, as 


»Prof. Einstein has felt, that co- 


‘operation with the type of 
methods in certain congressional 
hearings is unthinkable. 

Perhaps if a man says he will 
tell what he himself did but will 
not implicate anyone else, he 
is within his rights. It seems to 
me that the situation is becom- 
ing so acute that Mr. Meyer is 
right in suggesting that atten- 
tion be paid to it in our Con- 
gress. Since congressional hear- 
ings are meant to lead to bet- 
ter legislation, that would seem 
to be what must be evolved as 
a result of the hearings which 
are being carried on.

Time Is Best 


For Cabbage 


By Edith M. Barber 


ROCCOLI and cauliflower 
Bere the stvlish members of 

the cabbage family, but I 
really am not so fond of them 
as | am of what some people call 
“common” cabbage. It has one 
asset the others lack—it is just 
as good raw as cooked. 


It can be used as an ingredient 
of a salad, but more often it is 
the star of the show. Cole slaw, 
especially when made with “old- 
fasihoned” dressing, is the fa- 
vorite salad of many men. A 
combination of mayonnaise and 
sour cream flavored with a little 
herb vinegar and minced onion 
is a good quick and easy dress- 
ing for cole slaw. 


Just a word about cooking 
cabbage. The old-fashioned 
method called for several hours 
of cooking, at the end of which 
it had darkened in color and 
completely changed its natural 
flavor. Now we shred this vege- 
table and cook it only five or 
six minutes in boiling water. 


Some cooks like to use a lot 
of water, but vou will have just 
as good results with a small 
amount if you keep a cover on 
the pot so the licuid will not 
evaporate ton much. Either but- 
ter or a small amount of cream 
or top milk may be used for a 
dressing. 

Cole Slaw. 

Three cups shredded cabbage. 

One tablespoon minced onion. 

One-fourth cup minced green 
pepper. 

Three-fourth cup cooked salad 
dressing, or mayonnaise and 
one-fourth cup sour cream. 

Cut cabbage in wedges, and 
slice with large sharp knife or 
slaw cutter. Mix with minced 
onion. green pepper and dress- 
ing. Serve in cabbage or lettuce 
leaves and garnish with rings 
of green pepper or strips of pi- 
miento. Yield: six servings. 

Delicate Cabbage. 

Cut cabbage head in quarters 
and -shred with sharp knife. 
Cook, tightly covered, in small 
amount of salted water, or un- 
covered in large amount of boil- 
ing salted water five to 10 min- 
utes, until tender. Drain, and 
dress with butter or margarine, 
rich milk, cream, or cheese sauce 
and season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Allow one-fourth

How to Choose Proper Form 
: By Frank O'Brien | 
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(Second of a Series.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP). 

OUR income tax form was 
Y inaitea to you by the United 

States tax people It is the 
same kind you used last year, 
but there are other forms avail- 
able at post offices and banks: 

Sometimes you have a choice 
You must decide what jis the 
right one for you. 

Those forms come in two 
types—1040A and 1040. Also, 
the 1040 can be used as a short 
form or as a long form. 

What you use depends mostly 
on income. And for tax pur- 
poses there are four kinds of 
income. 

1. Gross income. This is your 
total income, including what 
your employer deducted for 
taxes or anything else. 

2. Adjusted gross income. 
This is gross income minus au- 
thorized expenses connected 
with business. If you had no 
such expenses, gross income and 
adjusted gross income are the 
same. : 

3. Net income. This is the 
adjusted gross income minus 
authorized deductions for per- 
sonal expenses. 

4. Net taxable income. This 
is your net income minus your 
allowance for exemptions.

TO PICK the proper form you 
must know the size and type of 
your income. You must also de- 
cide whether you will take the 
standard 10 per cent deduction 
for personal expenses or item- 
ize them. 

Articles 3 and 4 in this series 
deal with deductions and exemp- 
tions. 

Form 1040A is the simplest 
you can use. It is one salmon 
colored sheet (front and back). 
You can use it only if your ad- 
justed gross income was less 
than $5000—up to $4999.99. 


Also your income must be 
wages or salary report on 
withholding forms (Form W2) 


but may include not more than 
$100 additional income from 
wages, salary, dividends and 
interest. If you have any other 
kind of !ncome—from rent, for 
instance—you can't use 1040A. 
If it’s a joint return, this ap- 
plies to both husband and wife. 

If you qualify for 1040A, you 
can merely fill in name, marital 
status, income, exemptions and 
social security number, sign it 
and attach W2s (the little slips 
vou get from emplovers report- 
ing income and tax deductions). 
This vou mail to your district 
director of internal revenue. He 
credits vou with the standard 
10 per cent personal deduction, 
figures your tax and sends you

1040 for any kind of income un- 
der $5000, but you can’t itemize 
personal deductions. The short 
1040 is merely the first page 
(front and back) of the form. A 
table on the back shows the tax 
on your income, giving auto- 
matic credit of 10 per cent for 
personal deductions. 

If your adjusted gross income 
was $5000 or more or if you want 
to itemize your personal deduc- 
tions you must use long Form 
1040. Here you figure out the 
tax yourself. 

First figure your adjusted 
gross income. Then subtract 
personal deductions, either 10 
per cent or the total which you 
itemize. That is your net income. 
Now subtract your allowance for 
exemptions to get your net tax- 
able income. 

Then you figure your tax, us- 
ing rates printed on the form 
and instruction pamphlet. Attach 
a check or money order or ask 
for a refund according to what 
the figures show.
